As regards onr ally, considerations of finance 
have from the first received as closo attention 
as the armed forces of the State themielves. 
Tron ‘and:gold weigh equally in the military 
sca‘oa, and it is the particular merit of Japan 
that she his prepared horsolf to face u long and 
arduous straygle, not only by intelligent use of 
army and navy, but also by. tho most econcuimicul 
conduct. of her national resources, ‘Lhoze ac- 
quainted with the fiuancisrs of modern Japun 
believe them to be as accomplished in their 
branch, and as_officient, as the hghting services 
are in theira. ‘xo annual expenditure of Japan 
amounts to 25 millious sterliug in a. uormal 
year ; her debt nt tho outbraak of war waa only 
56 millions, and. but a part of. this was held. 
abroad, Russia, on the other hand, has a 
budy t showing 232 iuillions on tue side of 
expenditure and a debt of £084.504,601 -(on 
Jannary l, 1902), requiring ananuual payment of 
St milhona—the so-called “gold sunsidy ’—ot 
which at leust 20 millions have to be paid annually 


holds at least one-half of the Russun debt. 
The Russian budget shows an expenditure of 
£1 17s, per head of population; that of Japan 
about 10s. ‘he Japanese army costs about tour 
millions a year; that.of Russia fon times as 
much. ‘ho Japoneso navy costs throy millions 
a yror; that ot Russia four times the amount. 
If the successes of Japan .represont a yrout 
military achievemont, they aie also a financial 
maryel. *  * “ : ; ; 

Tf it be objected that, in the recent loan 
yaisod ubroad, Japyun consented to very ' onerous 
terms, it must be recalled that the arrangements 
were practically concluded betore the fat 
collision botweon the lund forces, and that, until 
Japan had proved herself 4 match for Ruasia 
on shore, it was only natural that forelyn 
financiers shonld hesitate to commit themselves 
except on their own terms, 

‘The last war with Cuina. cost Japan £4,000 
a day,.and in view of the greater effort of the 
present campaign, it is calculated that sho is 
now sponding £100,000 daily, ox, roughly 
speaking, £3,000,U.0 a moiitn, During the 
war with China the totul expenditure from 
Juno, 184, to Novomber, 189, umonnted to 
200,475,508 yen, of. which only 35,955,137 you 
wore on account of the navy... This expenditure 
waa met by 116,904,920 yeu subscribed to puvlio 
Joans and by 78,957,165 yen from the indomnity 
fond, besides.some smull private contributions, 
receipts from the ovoupicd territories, uid the 
Treasury surplus, © ‘Lhe maainum monthly ex 
ponditure at the height of. the war never 
yenched 20,600,000 yen, und'the average daily 
cost during 1894 and 1895 works out to the 
aa ey given, the yen being takeu at 
6 Odd. : 

The daily uverage of £100,000 ia necessarily 
only an approximation, and may bo subjéct ‘to 
expansion or contraction with the ebb and flow 
of the tide of success. ‘ 

Every coolio. employed by Russia in Man- 
churin costs hard cash, and in ‘time of wur the 
cost of labour, other, of course, than the cerede, 
amounts te four or five times the figure of 
times of peace. It is not prudent, to resort to 
fovced labour when an army depends go largely 
upon the goodwill, or at least the passive 
neutrality, of a native populution; nor cal 
coolie latour be dispensed with in a mountainous 
district, H the ailitary administration hue not 
fo.esoon and provided aa adequate transport 
corps of its own . 
. Kot these reasons, amongst others, Russia 
will necessarily incur greatey expense upon the 
theatre ot operations than Japan, while ter line 
of operations is immensely longer, and con- 
soquontly more costly to maintain. It is true 
that the Txans-Siberion is » Government un- 
dertaking, and that the cost of transport will 
not represent all that visible drain upon the 
Treasury that ours had to bear for tho hiring 
of ships and demirrege. But the wear and tear 
will be very great, and the indispensab’e ox- 
penditire upon ‘rolling stock;-rails, and: the 
up-keep or improvement of the permanent way 
will be very heavy. Again, the mobilization of 
the Boltic squadron, whether it results in’ a 
cruise to tho East or not, entails heavy outluys, 
aa doos the purcha-o of putential cruisers in 
Germany aud thojy equipment and supply, while 
in many other directions axpenditure will mount 
up, probably with excessive rapidity, owing to 
the inferiority of Russian methods of ad- 
ministration. 

Russia has invested 32 millions sterling in her 
Pacific squadron, which hardly & «m destined to 
pay much intorest.. She is not only faced with 
tho task of practically rebuilding a fleet, but 
also has to bear the cost of raising and main- 
taining troops at home ty take the placo of tose 
sent ont to the Eust- Almost every week 
there are fresh calls upen reserves, to take) 
the places of troops despatched to the front. 
Since the war began six army corps have also 
been eticcossively mobilized to yeinforce the 
army in Manchuria, and every day the cost of 
this army grows, and incidental expenditure 
of all kinds increases in volume. So long as 
only Boxers were to bo encountered, the Rus- 
sinna could pretend they had 200,000 men in’ 
the fleld, and could ‘charge the Chineso with the 
cost of their maintenance at the sottloment, in 
the manner exposed aix months ao by our corre- 
spondent at Peking. It did not matter thon, in 
a military senso, that not one quarter of these 
numbers were really prasont; butit does matter 
now, and Russians have to bout the cost in the 
long run, oxen if foreign countries find the. 
money sor the moment. , 

Mr Lévy, the Fronch financial suthority, 
calculated ‘three months ago that the direct 
additional cost of the war to Russia was between 
six and soven millions sterling «. month. 
Tho strain has been largely inereased during 
the past’ threa. mouths owing, to disasters. 
‘on land aud sea, and we shall be well 
within. the mark: if.wo .estimato. the: cost of 
the wor to Russia at £8,000,000 a month for the 
maintenance of 300,000 men in the. field in 
East Asin, and the execation of all measures of 
preparation in-the West. If larger numbers 
are drawn forward, or even only concentrated in 
rear, west ot Baikal, a corresponding increase 
of expenditure will undoubtedly follow. 

This figure is certainly a moderate. estimate, 
and it is thought by some authorities entitled to

THS BLACK SBA TLEET,- 


+ As the question of the exit of the considerable 
Russian "coaling dotilla” from the B'abk Ses 
is one of some importance, the following, from 
a thoroughly trustworthy source, may. he of 
interest, wrote last month the Z'imen Odessa 
correspondent. The Jupiter, Mercury, and 
Metcor, belonging to tho Russian Steam Navi- 
gation Company, bave been taken over for 
employment outside the Black Sea by. the 
Russian Admiralty Department. . The Tchilwt- 
chof and Nikolai, of the sume company, will 
probably he tuken ever later, On tho Jupiter 
and Mercury considerable alterations have boon | 
carried out to fit thom to Admiralty require- 
ments, Both ‘vessels are practically now and 
each has cargo capacity for about 5,000 tons. 
The tank steamor Bfefvor has about the same 
dead-woitlit capacity. She has hitherto been 
employed as an oil carrier in bulk from Batum. 
Hor role is to be that of fresh-water supply 
yoasel,, The comploty I'st of ships of the Russian 
Volunteor Pleet taken over by the Russian 
Admiralty Dopartmont_ and awniting orders to 
start from Odessa and Sevastopol is as follows: 
—Kief, Viadémir, Yaroslav, Tambov, and 
Voronezh. The Kostroma and Nijai Novgorod, 
of the Volunteer Fleot. will not, in all pro- 
bability, be taken ovar by the Government for 
work outside t'e Buxine. Captain Otto Rad- 
off. who is particularly well known to many 
‘British shipbuilders, and who was ‘recently 
transferred from the directorate of the subsidis- 
od Russian Steam Navigation Company io 
Odoessn to tho specially orented post of “ Com. 
mander-in-Chief of the Black Sea auxiliary 
coaliog flotilla,” jas just concluded an exhaustive 
inspection of the ships under his command, the 
bulk of which are already }o ded with ‘coal ond 
stores: It is now thought in naval circles here 
that tho fast Volunteer Fleet. cruiser Suratoff, 
acquired hy tho Admiralty and fitted with 
ammunition hoists d other purely naval 
equipments, will be sot through the Dardanelles 
under the Russiay’ commercial tag to Libau. 
where she will be‘commissioned and mount her 
runs. The Saratef, like the Peterburg, was 
fitted by her builders in England with seven 
teak gun stocks, not eight. 2 
Not 9 little mystery attaches to the Volunteer 
Floot cruisor. Orel, For several weeks. before 
her departare from Odessa working gang's were 
employed im altering her with a view to equipping 
her asa floating hospital something on the Fines 
of the Marne. Ip spite of statements to the con- 
trary, she took in at Odessa acopsiderabloamount 
of cargo and heterogeneous stores, as to the 
nature of at least a portion of which there was
